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NEW SPECIAL 

By the time you read this, 
Lionheart Television, American dis- 
tributor of Doctor Who, will have a 
one-hour special about the series 
available for airing on public tele- 
vision stations around the country, 
Entitled Doctor Whos Whos Who, the 
program was produced by New Jer- 
sey Network, a quartet of stations in 
the Garden State, and one of the 
leading Who-broadcasters in the na- 
tion. (NJN was the first public TV out- 
let to air the Hartnell, Troughton, 
and Colin Baker packages.) The 
special features host Eric Luskin talk- 
ing with John Nathan-Turner, Jon 
Pertwee, Tom Baker, Peter Davi- 
son, Colin Baker, Louise Jameson, 
Marv Tamm, vours trulv, and others. 
Other parts of the show include a 
tour of the BBC costume warehouse, 
a discussion of the campaign to re- 
trieve missing episodes, and inter- 
views with folks on the streets of Lon- 
don about the Doctor. 

Check your local listings to see if 
the Who-station in your area will 
carry the special, and if not, ask 
them about it. 


NEW BOOKS 

Severn House, British publisher of 
the Doctor Who Technical Manual, is 
preparing a new series of titles for 
release in Great Britain later this year. 
Designed to be like the popular 
“Choose Your Own Adventure” series 
here in the States, the books are 
called “Doctor Who Solve It Yourself 
Mysteries.” Present plans call for an 
initial release of six titles, all featuring 
the Sixth Doctor, as portrayed by 
Colin Baker. Covers and interior illus- 
trations for the books will be by 
American artist Gail Bennett, who 
performed similar duties for last 


years Doctor Who Cook Book, by 
Gary Downie. The “Solve It Yourself 
Mysteries” may be available in the 
United States at many of the science 
fiction specialty shops that carry DW 
material. 

In addition to her career as a pro- 
fessional artist, Bennett is also the 
president of the North American 
Time Festivals, Inc. 

On this side of the Atlantic, science 
fiction author Jacqueline Lichten- 
berg, author of the Sime/Gen 
novels, has a new series out, called 
the Dushau Trilogy, Of interest to Who 
fans is the fact that she has dedi- 
cated the first novel in the set to Doc- 
tor Who, and the second to the 
Fourth Doctor, Tom Baker. Look for 
the trilogy in book stores every- 
where.

Well, Laurie, the reason jelly 
babies are not generally available 
in the United States is one of public 
safety, as determined by the Federal 
Food and Drug Administration. Jelly 
babies, as they are manufactured 
and sold in England, are colored 
with one or more of the food color- 
ings that have been found to be 
cancer-causing, and therefore are 
banned over here. Jelly babies can 
be imported in relatively small quan- 
lites as novelty items, and many 
dealers in Who-related parapher- 
nalia, including the Doctor Who Fan 
Club of America, sell them. Check 
at a convention, or look at the 
DWFCAS ad for details.

"The Crusade'—in addition to 
episodes 1 and 2, episode 4 is 
also absent. 

"The Time Meddler’—no epi- 
sodes are missing; all are in the 
archives. 

“The Invasion" —you have listed 


the episodes that do exist! The 
missing ones are episodes 1 and 
4. 


“Planet of the Daleks” part 3 
does exist in black-and-white, as 
does “Invasion of the Dinosaurs” 
part 1. (This episode is just titled 
“Invasion,” not to be confused 
with the Patrick Troughton story 
“The Invasion.") 

In addition to the BBC's stock 
of color and black-and-white 
Jon Pertwee episodes are some 
Pertwee episodes that are held 
on non-transmittable color vid- 
eotape. These include “The Silu- 
rians,” “The Ambassadors of 
Death,” “Terror of the Autons,” 
and “The Daemons.” Unfortu- 
nately, they are not of sufficiently 
high quality to be transmitted, so 
the black-and-white film prints 
have to be used. 

The comic strip reprints are 
greatly enhanced by the addi- 
tion of color. Would it be possible 
for you to run color photographic 
material in the magazine? If so, 
how about a series of portraits of 
all the Doctors (including 
Richard Hurndall), followed by 
the companions in the order that
